Taw  independent  oountrios,  born  under  tha  condi¬ 
tions  of  modern  tines,  must  needs  hove  in  thair 
early  days  a  positive  support  of  oountrias  and 
paoplas  spooitlly  intarastod.  You  will  under¬ 
stand  this,  if  you  study  tho  story  of  the  in¬ 
dependence  of  Cubo  or  the  formf’.tion  of  Panama, 
and  of  army  other  now  countries  formed  in  Yuropo 
after  the  great  war.  It  is  natural  that  Japan 
should  support  the  progress  and  development  of 
a  government  in  Manchuria  which  is  propsrad  to 
rooognizo  and  protect  Japan’s  rights  and  in¬ 
terests  and  maintain  friendly  relations  with  hor. 
Apart  from  the  (question  of  how  the  now  admini¬ 
stration  might  be  asked  to  ensure  our  interests, 
is  it  not  natural  at  ell  that  we  should  ask  it 
to  guarantee  them  and  expect  that  it  should  be 
so? 

Japan’s  aim  is  to  prevent  llauchuria  being  involvoc 
again  in  Chinese  political  turmoil.  Judging  by 
post  experience,  thot  will  require  some  power 
to  prevent  excessive  taxation  imposed.  How  would 
you  expect  to  provent  those  evils  reeppoaring? 

I  shore  your  view  thot  Manchuria  should  bo  pre- 
vuntod  from  again  boing  involved  in  China’s  tur¬ 
moil,  and  my  view  is  based  on  tho  ground  I  have 
already  sot  forth.  It  is  most  desirable  for 
pee  CO  in  the  Far  ISest  thot  30  million  people 
should  be  saved  from  China’s  warlords  end  given 
their  freedom.  It  is  intorostlng  to  cbs.jrvo  that 
the  now  govarnment  in  order  to  wipj  out  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  former  warlords,  ere  steadily  en¬ 
listing  good  man  from  the  old  armies  in  their 
police  forces.  It  is  also  intorostlng  to  see  how 
they  disband  tho  rest  of  the  old  armies  and  offer 
them  work,  in  order  to  eliminate  the  evils  with 
which  tholr  countries  have  boon  infested, 

Vfould  you  i'evor  eppointlng  Japanese  advisors  to 
the  new  government?

Besides,  those  notes  ore  so  over-issued  that  they 
ore  just  about  the  voluo  of  waste  paper  tod^y. 

Tht.  warlords  printed  notes  recklessly  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  their  military  and  political  expendi¬ 
tures  and  for  their  private  investments.  I.obody 
knows  the  exact  amount  of  the  currency  issued. 

In  any  case,  it  seems  obvious  that  the  new  govern' 
munt  of  I’onchuria  v;ill  hev-j  to  attend,  us  one 
of  the  very  first  things,  to  the  tusk  of  unify- 
•Ing  its  currency  system  on  a  sound  basis  of  con¬ 
version,  by  disposing  of  all  those  worthless 
notes  in  ciroulution.
